The B. & O. S-W. railroad con­ 
template a number of improvements 
from Cincinnati to Washington many 
of which will be made this year. 
At 
Seymour there is a great need for 
more office room as all the depart­ 
ments are crowded. 
This condition 
will certainly be relieved in the near 
future, either by a new passenger 
station, which is needed and very 
much desired by the employes of the 
, company at this place, or by some 
other 
arrangement. 
It is 
again 
rumored that the stone freight build­ 
ing on High street, east of the Penn­ 
sylvania passenger station, iA to be 
I remodeled and the train dispatchers’ 
! offices and perhaps several others put 
on the second floor. 
It is also said that a lot of new 
double track between North Vernon 
and Cincinnati is among the possibili­ 
ties for this year. 
The business on 
| that part of the road is so heavy that 
the track is very much crowded and 
as a result it is impossible to make 
much headway with any train except 
the fast limiteds. 
The freight business on the main 
line is very heavy 
as is also the 
freight business between Cincinnati 
and Louisville. The passenger busi­ 
ness is always good both on the main 
line and on the Louisville branch. 
All thi9 freight and passenger busi­ 
ness must pass over that part of the 
road which, with all the extras, makes 
a train about every .forty minutes day 
and night and sometimes much oftener. 
There are still reports that the six 
new passenger engines that have been 
talked of for some time and ten large 
Atlantic type freight engines will be 
put in operation on this road before 
the end of the month. The road has 
been in need of 
more motive power 
during the past few years, especially 
during the winter months and the 
busy seasons. 
The result has been 
that trains have frequently been de­ 
layed by the breaking down of en­ 
gines when there was no engine near 
that could be substituted. 
A number of the engines have re­ 
cently been overhauled at the shops 
and placed back on the road. 
Engine 
No. 58, which was drawing train No. 
98 in the head end collision near Ft. 
Ritner several weeks ago, has just 
been completed ready to leave the 
shops this week and engine No. 1594, 
which was the rear engine on 51, was 
turned out a few days ago. 
Engine 
No. 63 is still in the shops b u t. is ex­ 
pected out before many days. 
The 
work on all these engines was very 
heavy and took q*uite a good deal of 
time to put them in running order. 
Work is being begun on the addi­ 
tion to the shops at Washington which 
is to cost perhaps in the neighborhood 
of $50,000, including some other im­ 
provements that are to be made there. 
A brick floor is being laid in the round 
house at that place and arrangements 
made to handle a greater number of 
engines there at one time.

The foreign demand for them would 
decline as the prices advanced. 
The 
Englishman would go elsewhere for 
the bacon he now buys of the United 
States. 
For the sake of the domestic 
consumer and the foreign trade Sec­ 
retary Wilson should find out why 
hogs are scarce and prescribe a rem­ 
edy. 
There ought to be a profit In 
raising them at present prices, even 
if corn does cost so much more than 
it used to. 
That is a sufficient ex­ 
planation of an advance in the price 
of hogs, but not of a declining supply 
in the face of an increasing popula­ 
tion and demand. 
Surely the secre­ 
tary of agriculture, who Is 
b o much 
concerned over the higher cost of liv­ 
ing, will pay solemn attention to one 
of the ways of bettering matters. That 
is the replenishment of the American 
pig pens. 
Fill them with plump pork­ 
ers, and ham and bacon will not be 
the luxuries they bid fair to become.

On another occasion a rich manu­ 
facturer of Birmingham managed to 
secure an entrance into the artist’s 
house, after considerable parley with 
the disagreeable Janitress whom Tur­ 
ner employed. He hurried up-staira to 
the gallery. 
In a 
moment 
Turner 
dashed out upon him with anything 
but a hospitable air. The visitor bow­ 
ed politely and introduced himself, say­ 
ing he had come to buy some pic­ 
tures. 
“Don’t want to sell,” said the artist, 
gruffly. 
“Have you ever seen our Birming­ 
ham pictures, Mr. Turner?” inquired 
the visitor, blandly. 
"Never heard of ’em,” returned the 
artist. 
The manufacturer now took an at­ 
tractive package of crisp Birmingham 
bank-notes from his wallet. 
"Mere paper,” 
said 
Turner, 
con­ 
temptuously. 
“To be bartered for mere canvas," 
retorted the visitor, calmly, waving his 
hand in the direction of some paint­ 
ings. 
This ready wit and tone of cool de­ 
preciation had the effect of putting 
the erratic artist in a good humor at 
once. 
He changed his manner imme­ 
diately, and not long after his visitor 
departed, having bought several fine 
paintings, and leaving the comfortable 
sum of five thousand pounds behlmd 
him.

was made by Caph Thomas Ancient 
Savage at the foot of Savage’s Neck, 
near this place, on a grant from the 
Indian king of the Accomacks, called 
the "laughing king.” 
This grant in­ 
cluded the present site of Eastville. 
In the old clerk’s office,' erected In 
1719, there are records going back to 
1632, and unbroken to 
the 
present 
day, forming the oldest continuous rec­ 
ords in this country. 
From these one finds that the first 
courthouse was erected by Col. Wil­ 
liam Waters in 1654 at a cost of 7,000 
pounds of tobacco. 
The next one was 
erected in 1688 by joseph Godwin, 
and in 1731 it was rebuilt in brick by 
Capt. John Marshall at a cost of 60,000 
pounds of tobacco. 
The old building 
has therefore a long and interesting 
history. 
The other building, 
however, 
has 
been allowed to stand, and is now a 
venerable object of antiquity in the 
midst 
* cha je m d decay. 
In this 
quaint 
and 
unpretentious 
structure 
were heard some of the most noted 
cases of colonial times. 
It was 20 by 
SO feet, one story high, with a loft 
for the jury. 
Godwin’s tavern existed for many 
years, but in 1750 the Taylor house 
was built to supersede the other, and 
It still is doing service as the town 
hotel. 
Another quaint old structure 
is the old Masonic hall, built just after 
the revolution and used by that or­ 
der for about a hundred years. 
In 
1861 a body of northern troops entered 
It and was charged. 
The old clerk's office was erected In 
17J9 and the debtor’s 
prison 
some 
years later. 
It is situated back from 
the street and contains many inter­ 
esting articles, the old clerk’s desk, 
the attorney’s table and other furni­ 
ture of the old courthouse and the 
cases filled with old court papers, go­ 
ing back to the year 1700 and earlier. 
These furnishings are of solid walnut 
and did service for some two hundred 
years. 
The building is of brick, of 
a quaint design, but well built and 
well preserved. 
At the door Is the 
measuring post at which negro slaves 
were stood and measured before being 
auctioned. The debtors’ prison adjoins 
the criminal jail and also 
Is queer 
look*ng. 
In It those who were unable 
to pay their debts were confined until 
they could make good with their credit­ 
ors. 
They were limited to certain 
boinds, which were declared by the 
Justices.

MGR. FALGONIO TALKS 


OF POPE’S ATTITUDE 


The Fairbanks Incident As Seen 


By Papal Delegate. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—Apostolic Del­ 
egate to the United States Monsignor 
Diomede Falconio, in an interview 
discussed the refusal of the pope to 
receive former Vice President Fair­ 
banks. 
Mgr. Falconio said that the 
holy father could not have acted other­ 
wise, and said that the pope did not 
wish to offend “his children,” whether 
Catholic or Protestant, and upheld 
Archbishop Ireland in his declaration 
that the Methodist church in Rome 
proselytes unfairly. 
“The holy father loves his children 
everywhere, both Protestant and Cath­ 
olic. 
He would he deeply grieved to 
offend them,” said Mgr. Falconio, “but 
you know Rome is the parish of the 
holy father.” 
The delegate went on to say that 
Catholics throughout the world regret­ 
ted the incident. 
“But,” he added, in 
explanation, “there was nothing for 
the holy father to do under the cir­ 
cumstances. 
The holy father takes 
pleasure in seeing men and women 
from all parts of the world if they 
come properly accredited, and by that 
T mean if they have a letter from a 
bishop or myself. 
Of course a man of 
the international reputation of Mr. 
Fairbanks would not. need such a letter 
because the pope knows of him and 
his work. 
Time and again I have 
given letters of introduction to Protes­ 
tant ministers who desired to pay a 
visit to the pontiff while in Rome, and 
I am sure the pontiff enjoyed their 
visit. There is surely no foundation for 
the statement which has gone broad­ 
cast that one must act as a Catholic 
while in Rome if he may hope to be 
given an audience by the holy father.” 
Archbishop Falconio said that dur­ 
ing his visit to Rome last year he had 
abundant opportunity to observe the 
methods adopted by the Methodists 
there to proselyte Catholics. 
“If they 
want to carry the message of Christ 
and hold the cross of the Crucified One 
up before people who need the lesson,” 
he said, “why should they attempt to 
draw our people away from the church 
which mothered their ancestors?” 
Here fhe archbishop paused again 
and then slowly continued: 
“Why do 
they not attempt to bring within their 
fold those who have not accepted the 
Christ as their Savior? 
Why do tliey 
1 not go to the heathen and preach the 
message of the gospel where it is 
needed so much more than it is among 
the Catholics of Rome?”

Auld and Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Ansey H. Robnett have been disposed 
of by Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Winthrop. 
The officers named were 
tried at the Boston navy yard re­ 
cently on charges preferred by Physi­ 
cal Director Howard Ames in connec­ 
tion with an incident occurring at a 
dance given on Dec. 11 last by Dr. 
Ames at his residence, at which Dr. 
Edward S. Cowles, a Boston physician, 
was insulted. Both officers were found 
guilty and sentenced by the court to a 
loss of five numbers. 
Paymaster Auld 
was exonerated completely and the 
loss of numbers remitted by Assistant 
Secretary Winthrop. 
The sentence in 
the case of Surgeon Robnett was miti­ 
gated from a loss of five to a loss of 
two numbers. 
In disposing of Pay­ 
m aster 
Auld’s case. 
Mr. 
Winthrop 
said: 
“The conduct and actions of 
Paymaster Auld, as shown by the evi­ 
dence introduced before the court are 
deserving of severe censure. 
The 
complaining witness, whether or not 
objectionable to certain members of 
the committee, was an invited guest, 
and while in the yard should have 
been treated with proper courtesy as 
such. 
The department deeply regrets 
that Paym aster Auld should have per­ 
mitted himself to behave in such an 
undignified and unseemly manner, and 
is of the opinion that the court prop­ 
erly found him guilty of conduct un­ 
becoming an officer and a gentlemen. 
In view of the fact, however, that al­ 
though his conduct cannot be justified 
the motives that actuated him were 
commendable and the assault occurred 
after considerable provocation, the loss 
of numbers adjudged by the court is 
hereby remitted and Paymaster George 
P. Auld, IT. S. N., will be released from 
arrest and restored to duty.”

Robnett case was as follows:

proceedings, subject to the remarks 
made thereon by the judge advocate 
general and the finding and sentence, 
are approved.

TELEPHONE HEARING 


Ohio Independents Believe They 


Have a Case. 


New York, Feb. 11.—The inquiry by 
minority Ohio stockholders in western 
independent telephone companies to 
find out whether the purchase of a 
half dozen of those companies by J. P. 
Morgan & Co. was in effect a merger 
of such companies with the American 
Telephone and 
Telegraph company, 
which would be punishable under the 
laws of Ohio, has been concluded. 
At 
the close of the hearing counsel for the 
Ohio litigants expressed belief that his 
case was established, which caused 
some of the New York counsel to smile 
and led Clarence Brown to observe 
that he believed 
the Ohioans had 
doubtless made out as much of a case 
as they would succeed in making out. 
Mr. Brown, however, remarked that he 
thought 
his 
western 
brothers 
had 
made out a case against the Bell com­ 
pany, though not against anybody else. 
The chief m atter of interest brought 
out was Mr. Remick’s story of the con­ 
nection of a New Jersey senator with 
transactions by which independent tel­ 
ephone companies—not those in Ohio 
represented in this litigation—were ac­ 
quired by purchasers from whom they 
eventually passed to subsidiaries of 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company. 
The New Jersey senator 
was Edmund W. Wakelee. 
Mr. Remick told of the purchase by 
Mr. Wakelee of 
$200,000 worth of 
bonds of the Mutual Telephone com -1 
pany of Huntington, W. Va„ from the 
firm of R. L. Day & Co., and at about j 
the same time that Day & Co. sold the 
Ohio independent properties to Mor­ 
gan & Co. 
Mr. McGraw wanted to know how 
Day & Co. came to sell those bonds to 
the senator from New Jersey, and Mr. 
Remick replied: 
“He called me on

had any securities to sell.”

Raring A New Map 


HOPE TO F R E E MORSE.

A map such as 
the 
world 
never 


dreamed of is to be made in London 


as a result of a conference recently 


called by the British government. 
Its 


acale is to be roughly one to one mil 


lion, or, in exact measurements, one 


Inch for every sixteen miles of the 


earth's surface. 
It is planned that 


this map will show every detail of the 


land and waters of the world with 


such minuteness as has never before 
been possible with maps as they are 
at present understood. 
It was Sir Charles Hardinge, perma­ 
nent under secretary of the foreign of­ 
fice, who had the honor of welcoming 
the delegates who represented France, 
Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, 
Spain, 
Italy, the I nited States, Canada, Aus­ 
tralia and Russia. 
He pointed out the salient truth that 
the more widely geographical knowl­ 
edge is spread, the better would the 
peoples of various nations come 
to 
know each other and the more certain 
would come the dawn of an interna­ 
tional peace. 
He also explained the 
commercial advantages of a better geo­ 
graphical knowledge. 
In giving statistics of the proposed 
map Sir Charles reminded his hearers 
that the diameter of the earth is about 
8,OOO mil^B, its circumference at the 
equator being between 24,000 and 25,- 
000 miles. 
He explained that to con­ 
struct a map which should show the 


earth its diameter would have to be 
125 feet, which would make it as high 
as a five-storv 
building. 
This, 
of 
course, is not the plan of the mapmak­ 
ers. 
Such a map would be too cum ­ 
bersome to have any value. 
Instead, following the plan mapped 
out by the geographical conference at 
Berne, the map w ill be split into sheets, 
each sheet comprising an area of 4 de­ 
grees In latitude and 6 degrees in lon­ 
gitude, or 240 geographical miles in 
one direction and 360 miles in the 
other. 
Reducing this to inches it will 
be seen that each sheet will be 
15 
inches wide by about 22>j inches deep. 
There will necessarily be a huge pile 
of these sheets. 
If the whole area of 
the earth, oceans and all, be covered 
there will be 5,400. 
Naturally no one country could at­ 
tempt this piece of m apm aking alone. 


representatives of various nations will 
find them selves engaged iii debates as 
to priority of discovery. 
I* or instance, it is not to be expect­ 
ed that Norway will cheerfully yield 
its contention that it was Lief Erlcc- 
sen, the Norwegian, and not Christo­ 
pher Columbus, the Genoese, who first 
reached the new w'orld. 
There are 
annals and legends, there are even re­ 
citals, fairly well authenticated, that 
prove the Norseman to have been here 
centuries before the date when Chris­ 
topher Columbus, aided by the purse 
of Ferdinand and Isabella, made his 
memorable trip from Palos in his three 
caravels, landed in the Bahamas, and 
took possession of the new world for 
the honor and glory of his Spanish 
sovereigns. 
This was the golden age of discov 
err, for in this period in a hundred 
for to do this would be to repeat the i years, dating, for instance, from 1490 
errors that used to be made in the by 
gone centuries when for personal ad­ 
vantage mapmakers of various nations 
twisted the outlines of the earth in 
order to suit their own purposes. But 
backed by the united pow'er of virtu­ 
ally every nation of the earth the map 
that is to be produced ought to repre­ 
sent the most faithful 
picture ever 
known of the earth’s surface. 
It will be the glorification of the ex­ 
plorers, for all the information that 
will be carried in this wonderful map 
stands 
for the heroic 
conquests of 
those who 
dared 
the unknown, the 
perils of contact with savage peoples, 
the transits of stormy oceans, the bat­ 
tles with arctic cold and with tropic 
heat, in order to discover new land, 
and give the world knowledge of it. 
In a sense it is those who made 
these discoveries that are the world’s 
real mapmakers, 
for 
w ithout 
their 
achievem ents those w'ho meet in Lon­ 
don would have none of the informa­ 
tion required for charting the earth’s 
surface. 
It is proposed to give recognition in 
this map to those wrho have performed 
such notable feats for the gain of the 
world s geographical knowledge, and in 
this connection it is likely that the 


an amazing amount of geographical in 
formation was gained, the more credit 
to its principals, because of the Inade­ 
quate equipment of that day compared 
to w hat Is available now’. 
To sound the glories of that period 
it is necessary to tell of the 
Cabots 
m aking 
their trip to Newfoundland 
and the mainland, of 
Sir 
Francis 
Drake, opening new territory, of the 
gallant Americo Vespucci, whose w’as 
the fate to take the laurels of Colum­ 
bus and have the new continent named 
atter him, for no other reason than 
that he was the first person to make 
an adequate map of the new’ world. 
Henry Hudson would fit im pressively 
Into a recital of the triumphs won for 
the w orlds knowledge by discoveries, 
and in other parts of the world come 
the advances made by Captain John 
Smith, the great leader of Virginia; 
Ponce de Leon, the discoverer of Flor­ 
ida in that quest where his goal was 
the 
fountain of eternal youth; 
De 
Soto, getting his first look at the great­ 
est river on the continent, the lordly 
Mississippi; Marquette m aking his ex­ 
plorations of the central West must 
all have a place of high honor in the 
list of those who have contributed to 
the work of map building. 


The intrepid Vasco da Gama, m ak­ 
ing the circuit of Africa, is another 
innovator whose place in history is se­ 
cure, and the same can be said of the 
amazing Magellan, who had a career 
that will ever reverberate in history, 
because he of all men was the first 
w’ho ever circumnavigated the globe, 
an exploit that in point of its dramatic 
adventures, his varied experience and 
the great geographical truth it estab­ 
lished, must ever rank him with the 
supremacy great of the world’s geogra 
phers. 
Sir Walter Raleigh made his con­ 
tribution, so did Clark and Lewis in 
a later period when they made their 
memorable trip to the Northwest. 
Joined togther in fame and in the 
nature of their work, England has two 
men 
whose achievem ents must ever 
stand notable in the conquest of Afri­ 
ca, Dr. Livingstone and Stanley. 
Liv­ 
ingstone w’as an Englishman born and 
bred, w'hile Stanley was born in the 
I'nited States, though his great fame 
was won as a British subject. 
The dramatic incidents of the life of 
the tw’o men are well known. 
Living­ 
stone, lost in the heart of Africa in his 
quest for the head waters of the Nile, 
was believed to be dead. 
Stanley was 
sent into the interior to find L iving­ 
stone. 
He had a task of herculean pro­ 
portions, but he succeeded, and there 
after he also devoted him self to inves­ 
tigating the dark continent. 
What is 
know’n of the interior of Africa repre­ 
sents in large measure the work of 
these two men. 
England has its present-day contrib­ 
utor to the world’s geograph}’, Lieu­ 
tenant Shackleton. 
His recent voyage 
to the antarctic region opened up a 
wealth of information concerning that 
section, and made him a national hero. 
In the final conquest of the world’s 
geography, it was the north pole that 
had to be reached, and whiie the dis­ 
pute between Dr. Cook and Command­ 
er Peary seemed unsettled, it was the 
general practice to give credit to both. 
In South America and Mexico Cortez 
and Pizarro must be remembered as 
among the great captains of discovery.

THE CULTIVATION OF MINT.

Two varieties of mint, known re­ 
spectively as black and white mint, are 


trenches are dug from eight to ten feet 
apart, fifteen inches deep and eighteen 
inches wide, the displaced earth being 
spread over the plants between the 
trenches. 
When the plants sp rin g up some are 
grow'n in England for the production 
transplanted to a n o th e r bed, the area 
of the essential oil, but the area under 1 under cultivation being extended, and 
cultivation is very limited, and it is 
so on from year to year, so that at the 
believed thar it may not exceed 1,000 
acres, whilst same authorities 
esti­ 
mate that half that area would repre­ 
sent the total quantity th a t is grown 
in this country. 
White m in t was cultivated for many 
years before the black variety, which 
produces nearly double the quantity

Black mint, so called from its 
dark green foliage, was first com m er­ 
cially used about forty-five years ago, 
and it has now almost superseded the 
other kind, which has a 
leaf more 
lancelike and serrated and of a lighter 
color. 
Black mint seldom flow'ers except in 


end of the fourth year, when the first 
bed is dying out the others, which have 
been made, take its place and continu­ 
ous succession is 
obtained. 
If 
the 
plants a re not required for extending 
the plantations, the land 
is plowed 
with disk coulters and in the spring it 
is harrowed down. 
The mint p la n ta ­ 
tions in their second year give the best 
results, and each year afterwards they 
gradually deteriorate.

A writer in the Revue Scientifique 
discusses the effects of ivy growing on 
W’alls ol, various kinds, and arrives at 
the following conclusions: 
it is not 
advisable to allow the plant to grow 
on walls formed of newly cut stone, 
since it soon destroys the smooth sur­ 
face. although the damage does not 
extend to any noticeable depth; it is 
bad for ancient walls of cut stone, the 
joints of which have been opened by 
the various effects of time and the 
weather; it is not injurious on brick 
walls, if the inhabitants are not sub­ 
ject to rheumatism; and it is useful 
on ancient walls of rubble, since its 
interlaced branches tend to prevent 
the fall of loose stones. 


According to some of the farmers of 
E ast Africa, the lion should be pro­ 
tected as a useful animal, notw ith­ 
standing the fact that once in a while 
he kills a man. 
The lion, they m ain­ 
tain, is a great destroyer of noxious 
herbivorous animals, such as zebras 
and antelopes, which are a scourge to 
the fields. 
In one district they say no 
less than 346 lions have recently been 
killed by hunters, and they estim ate 
that this represents the saving 
of 
35,000 to 40,000 zebras and antelopes, 
which would otherwise have fallen a 
prey to the lions that have been de­ 
stroyed.

No side or underlying caverns 
have yet been discovered. 
The bottom 
of the grotto is 525 feet below the sur­ 
face of the ground forming the top of 
the roof, which in turn Is about 1,580 
feet above sea level.

Minorca, when she struck a rock near 
Cindadela. Minorca, a notoriously dan­ 
gerous place, where the Vi lie de Rome 
was wrecked three years ago.
